To raise such sums of money as may be thought necessary 
to defray town expenses the ensuing year. 


sth. To raise such sums of money as may be thought necessary 
for making and repairing highways and bridyes the ensuing year. 


6th. Tosee what compensation the town will allow the School 
Board the ensuing year. 


7th. To see if the town will vote to adopt the provisions of 
Chapter 57, Public Statutes, in relation to the distribution of inventory 
blanks. 


8th. To see how much money the town will vote to raise to pay 
on the town debt the ensuing year. 


oth. To see if the town will vote to have a liquor agent the 
ensuing year. . 


toth. Toseeif the town will vote to sell the school house near 
Daniel B. Newcomb’s. 


11th. To see if the town will vote to establish by-laws to pre- 
vent persons from riding or driving at a rate faster than a walk over 
the iron bridge crossing the Connecticut river leading from said town 
to North Thetford, Vermont, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


12th. To see if the town will vote to establish a public library, 
accept the provisions of Chapter 8, sections 21 to 26 of the Public 
Statutes in such a manner as to be entitled to one hundred dollars 
worth of books from the State, raise and appropriate a sum not less 
than $65.70 annually for the support of the library, and otherwise 
comply with the provisions of said Chapter of the Public Statutes.

REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


In submitting this our fourteenth annual report, we feel it has 
been a year of prosperity. A careful examination of the whole field 
shows, we think, that our prosperity has been such as to give encour- 
agement to every well wisher of our schools; results hoped for and 
anticipated may not in every case have been accomplished, yet there 
have been.no complete failures, and indeed n>» schools where some - 
considerable progress was not made, while some have done so well 
that we are constrained to say that, as a whole, the year has been one 
of general prosperity. 

Most of our teachers have been persons of more or less experi- 
ence, some of long experience; and without exception, we think that 
our teachers tried in faithfulness to accomplish what they could for 
the good of the schools. If they have not all succeeded as we might 
have wished, let it be borne in mind that “circumstances alter cases,’’ 
and that a teacher who might succeed in one district could not in 
another; and hence let us measure the work accomplished by the 
circumstances surrounding. 

Herewith we present some Statistical information; we have em- 
ployed eighteen different teachers, and we have introduced Steele’s 
Physiologies, No. 1 and 2; also Baldwin’s First Reader.
